ITS GROWTH IN SIXTY YEARS 


Janesville Was Among the Cities 


First Connected by the Line 


with Milwaukee.

From it small railroad line sixty 


miles in length connecting Milwau- 
kee and Eagle, the Chicago, Milwau- 
kee ft St. Paul Railway has grown to 
be one of the great American rail- 
road systems, extending over a vast 
country, 
rich .in -many 
ways. 
Its 


history, like 
tho 
history 
of every 


American railroad that has prosper- 
ed, is an interesting account of enter- 
prise and many of its managers and 
employes have been noted men in tho 
business world. 
The first substan- 


tial movement to build the road was 
introduced when, 
after .many pre- 


liminary attempts at building canals 
and waterways, the minds of men. in 
Milwaul-ieo were finally turned 
to 


railroad building and the Milwaukee 
& Mississippi railroad was organized. 
Three years later it had completed 
twenty "miles of road 
to Waukesha. 


This was a mammoth undertaking in 
those days.

Next . year's 
naval 
construction 


(Program is now definitely 
outlin- 


ed. 
The Senate has sustained the 


sober and rational policy of the house 
leaders by concurring, in the main, in 
the house's -building plans for 1903- 
"'00. Both branches have voted to au- 
thori?e the construction of two addi- 
tional battleships. 
The. senate wants 


to have two new scout cruisers built 
and has 
made 
some 
other 
minor- 


changes in the .annual appropriation 
bill. 
But these trifling 
differences 


can easily be adjusted in conference. 
The really vital question involved in 
this year's legislation was settled— 
and settled 
wisely—when 
the two 


houses refused to 
interrupt or dis- 


credit- the policy of naval 
develop- 


ment which we have been pursuing 
lor over twenty years.' 


The point at issue in both branches 


was not so much what sort of ships 


whether there should be any additions 
at, all. It. was. urged-on grounds of 
economy by 
many 
representatives 


and 
senators 
that one 
battleship 


should be authorized, instead' of two. 
But if, these 
economists had been 


able, to .-kiU.p.rf one .battleships, they 
would inevitably.'have turned their 
attention to killing off the other. The 
cry of economy and the plea that the 
money iu the treasury could be spent 
to better advantage just now in pub- 
lic buildings and rivers and harbors 
undoubtedly covered a • good deal of 
secret opposition to naval 
develop- 


ment as such. Using the shortage in 
the revenues as a pretext for sacri- 
ficing the navy this year, these states 
men would probably find some other 
equally timely argument for slight- 
ing it next year. The real danger in 
this winter's situation lay in the fact 
thai hostility to the administration's 
moderate program could veil itself 
behind so many 
plausible 
motives.

selves. Our naval growth 
in recent 


years has been abnormal, of course, 


condi

new ships are not to be thought of. 
But it would be most unfortunate 
if a period of great activity in build- 
ing should bo succeeded by a period 
of no building at all. 
To have our 


navy thoroughly 
efficient, 
we must 


maintain it by constant and regular 
additions. 
Its growth must be har- 


monious and 
uninterrupted, and no 


year should be allowed to go by—cer- 
tainly in this decade—without legis- 
lation amply 
providing against the 


needs of the future. 
Congress has

TO AID REVENUE 


NODUTIESON NATIVE PRODUCT 


Encouragement to Porto Rico and the 


Philippines in Fres Admission to 
United States of Their Output- 
Income Is Short, 


Washington, March 17.—There Is a 


strong probability that at the next ses- 
siou of congress a small duty will 
be placed on coffee. Republican lead- 
ers have been discussing the necessity 
of overcoming before the next election 
the deficit now facing the country. 
They do not wish to go before the peo- 
ple with a- shortage, as they know it 
ivoulrt bo'an extremely-difficult task 
to explain why there should be a 
'treasury deficit in view of the enor- 
mous revenues of the country and tho 
general prosperity. 


Expenses Increase. 


Tho ordinary expenses of the gov- 


ernment will naturally increase dur- 
ing the next two years, and the only 
•way the deficit can be overcome is b'y 
Increasing the revenues, either) by in- 
creasing the internal revenue taxes 
or the customs duties, or by the im- 
position 
of docvimentary or stamp 


taxes. Objections are pronounced to 
nil these propositions. 
There is a 


strong sentiment throughout the coun- 
try for a reduction in customs duties, 
ixnd any proposition to increase them 
•n-ould involve the party in much diffi- 
culty. An increase in internal reve- 
nue taxes would be fought by the 
brewers and distillers and by hun- 
dreds 
of commercial organizations 


now clamoring for free alcohol for 
use in the arts and manufactures. 
The same is true of the tobacco taxes, 
nnd the clamor which would follow 
the imposition of stamp taxes in time 
of peace and prosperity is unpleasant 
to contemplate. 


Committee to Solve Problem. 


It is understood that these consider- 


ations led to the adoption of the Alii- 
ecu 'resolution authorising the senate 
committee on finance to sit during the 
recess, it being the hope of -the Re- 
publican leaders that the committee 
Trill solve the problem before the as- 
sembling of the new congress. 


One suggestion made is that instead 


of encouraging the Philippines to com- 
pete with American tobacco and sugar 
interests by giving them free entry 
to our markets they should be encour- 
aged to produce subtropical product? 
that cannot be raised in the UniteC 
States, Coffee was mentioned particu- 
larly, with the idea that a slight tax- 
could be placed on foreign coffee and 
that raised in Porto Rico and the 
Philippines be admitted free.

contains plans for sending 30,000 Ven- 
ezuelans against New Orleans, 


Would Avenge Insult. 


Tho pamphlet 'iirgos the public to 


avenge- the insult offered to Venezuela 
by the Americans and declares the In- 
vasion of the Mississippi valley would 
be the most effective means of curb- 
ing the power of'the United States. 


"Perhaps 30,000 Venezuelans." says 


the pamphlet, "bearing the glorious 
national banner, that 
very 
banner 


whose floating iris illuminated the 
water of La Plata with the splendor 
of the Ven«xuolan fatherland1 to the 
echoes of the clarions of Carabobo. 
of Bombona and of Ayacucho, would 
to-day be sufficient to wash away the 
insult which our glorious flag has re- 
ceived1, from North America, la the 
very waters of the Mississippi. ' 


Asks Colombia to Aid. 


"The territories which we have to 


cross in. order to arrive there are al- 
most all of the same fatherland. Co- 
lombia, the first of these, will''readily 
open its frontiers to'give passage to 
the sons of Bolivar, as well as Costa 
Rica. Nicaragua and Mexico, the fath- 
erland of Juarez; feared by'France and 
by Europe for his-, formidable and ter- 
rible patriotism. 
There can be no 


doubt that our Latin brothers would 
willingly open the. way for the army 
of Venezuela in order-that the sons 
of Washington should not be allowed 
to believe themselves more valian-t 
and' warlike than the sons of Bolivar. 


Army Equipment. 


"This may seem to many a Utopian 


vision, but when \ve reflect that the 
North American squadrons cannot op-
